A teleoperator system with telepresence is shown which 
includes right and left hand controllers (72R and 72L) for 
control of right and left manipulators (24R and 24L) through use 
of a servomechanism that includes computer. The teleoperator 
system comprises a surgical system suited for endoscopic 
surgery.
